Ottawa, September 19th While the 
eyes of the capital are on the air bat- 
tle waged nightly over London and on 
the attacks by the R. A. F. bombers 
on Germany, and while our thoughts 
are stirred by the danger of an invas- 
ion of the British Isles, Canada con- 
tinues to forge her weapons for the 
Part she is playing and in fuller mea 
sure will continue to play in the great 
conflict. During the past week the 
second of Canada’s war loans has been 
floated, providing funds to carry on 
the war. The only trouble about this 
financial operation, which is as impor- 
tant to the conduct of the war as the 
training of men in the field, on the 
sea and in the air, has been the tardi- 
ness of the small investor in buying 
bonds, as pointed out by leaders in 
all walks of life. Lending money to 
Canada in her hour of trial is not only 
a duty, but a privilege and also a good 
investment e 

The joint air trainng plan, the im- 
portance of which in the future opea- 
tions of the Baltish Commonwealth in 
the gigantic struggle is becoming daily 
more apparent, is beginning to assume 
a “commonwealth” character Very 
shortly now airmen from Australia 
and New Zealand will arrive to receive 
final instructions at the training cen 
tres, joining up with Canadian and 
Britsh airmen. Newfoundland is also 
beginning to send young men to the 
schools, British students are now arriv- 
ing regularly. Just nine months after 
the agreement was made byy the four 
Empire governments to embark on the 
great cooperative training plan, the 
first products of the plan are _begin- 
ning to appear. The first completely 
trained pilots observers and gunners 
will graduate this month from the 
schools, and from this time forward 
there will be a steady stream of expert 
airmen emerging from these school: 
to take their place in the line of air 
battle. Visitors from Britain have been 
astonished and greatly pleased at the 
Progress that has been made in the 
plan. The construction program for 
1941 including airdromes, hangars, 
schools, etc., will be completed in 
1940. Before the end of this month 33 
schools will be in operation and by the 
end of the year there will be 48. 
About 4,500 men are in training as 
air crews and 7,000 as service and 
maintenance men.

$800,000,000, ‘These large explosive 
plants in Ontario, Quebec and Mani 
toba are included in the growing pro 
gram for the supply of implements of 
war to Canadian and British forces 
Without including purchases of wheat 
and lumber, the United Kingdom has 
already made war purchases in Can- 
ada to an amount of $210,000,000, ‘The 
purchases for the Canadian forces 
reached a_ total $15,000,000, 
Tanks are being produced in Canada, 
Deliveries will begin next March. ‘the 
tank committee of the department of 
munitions and defence is making pro 
gress in the arrangements to) manu 
facture a light, speedy tank which can 
be used in training and in field opera- 
tions. A few experimental tanks ef this 
type will be ready within sixty days. 
Canada is thus preparing to take its 
part in the new offensive phase of the 
war when the time comes for it. The 
new Candian tank brigade, the forma- 
tion of which has already been = an- 
nounced ,will be ultimately supplied 
with tanks of Canadian manufacture, 
Following the proclamation of the 
Governor in Council which on 
single men and widowers 
children from 21 to 24 years of age to 
hold themselves in readiness for the 
call for military training, men of the 
first category, that is those who are 
21 years old, will be notified by 13 
divisional centres across Canada to 
present themselves to neighboring 
doctors for physical examination. 
Those wh are physically fit will be 
sent to camps for 30 days training. 
From experience, it has been shown 
that 25 per cent as a minimum are 
found unfit, so that about 40,000 per- 
sons will likely be called to make up 
the 30,000 required by the camps tor 
the first courses in training. Other

camps, In all there are about 990,000 
single men from 19 to 45 years of age, 
according to the data collected 
through national registration. Married 
men will not be called out for training 
for some time. 

The Wartime Prices and 
Board has a new job on its hands, and 
its tasks are many and trying ones.
